A report on the spring forest lire 
season in his district has been made 
to the Pennsylvania Department of 
Forestry by Forester K. G. Conklin, 
of the Caledonia State Forest. 
His 
statement indicates that fewer fires 
occurred and that there was a reduc­ 
tion in the acreage burned over. 
In the 
Franklin county section, 
there were three fires, covering 51 % 
acres, which were largely confined to 
State land. 
Adams county suffered 
only one small fire of less than one 
acre in extent. 
Four fires in Cum­ 
berland 
county, 
burned 
over 
247 
acres, only I Vi acres of which were 
on the State forest. 
Forester Conklin’s 
report 
shows 
eight fires in 
the 
Caledonia 
State 
Forest region. 
The total area burned 
was 298Vi acres, including 51V6 acres 
of State forest and 247 acres private­ 
ly owned land. 
The 
estimated loss 
of standing timber is $1,200. 
It is 
believed that damage to young forest 
growth and soil would reach several 
thousand dollars.
